Procesding farther into’ the 
‘pubjoot vf tho natural connection betwoon China 
and Korea, Mr. Donny’s language was even mora 
unmistakable, and he spoke of.tha closa bond of, 
intimacy which had, during the past, drawn ihe 
two countries together, Korea: having drawn 
latyely upon China for hor lowa, religion, man:

Donny, as a caso in point, referred to erroneous 
aod misleading statemonts in the Chinese Times 
that a treaty of vassalage wos concluded between 
Koren and 4 Manchu prince in 1637. “* Now this 
is orroucons,” said Mr, Denny. “Tho treaty by 
which tho writer endeavours to place Korea in 
a false position, was concluded in 1636 with a 
prince in open rebellion againat the then ruling 
dynasty ; end under no rule of international law 
that T have ever read, can it be construed into a 
treaty of vnesalago to China.. It was ten years 
anterior to the wrexting of the Chinese throne 
from the Mings by the Manchu dynasty: that 
this treuly was coucluded with a Manchu, prince.

Indo-China, at the opanizig of tha’ sea- 
sion of the Colonial Council at Saigon:— - 

1 You are aware that-E have applied to the

Fran. fm the time whan thig comes into oper- 


ation we may have a diminution in the custouis 
receipts, but as ont trade will bonoflt this loss will 
be mado up irom other sources. The customs 
régimo andthe taréf général have been in operation 
in the Colony littls moro than s year. It ia our 
duty to consider conlly the origin of the Customs 
question in ‘ ochin-China, the economic conse. 
quonces' which have followed, and those which 
may ba expected ar doubted, from the double 
point of.view uf colonial interests and those of 
the metropolis, Until 1894. the opponents of the 
protostive sygtem easily carried their point ; our, 
pesonrees, steadily developing, amply sufficed for 
onr.needs and allowed of the creation of a‘re- 
serve. The logitimate desire to attract foroign | 
trade gave rigo to a law constituting Saigon 
in- reality a Treo port.. All the offorta of the 
colony had ‘bean directed to this rosult, 
when tho mother country demanded jhe estab 
lishment of customs dues,” Tho only deviation 
from tho frocdom of the port, had been the plac- 
ing of an export duty on rics; but this tar, 
counterbalanced by an abatement in the land tax,
